Gentlemen, — 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Report  on  the  General 
Health  and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District  for  the 
year  1914. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  the  General  Health  of  the 
District  was  satisfactory,  but  towards  the  end  Scarlet  Fever 
appeared.  The  Schools  at  Yoxford  and  Theberton  were  closed 
for  this  disease  in  October  and  cases  occurred  in  Leiston  in 
October.  There  had  been  eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  the 
end  of  1913  and  then  a  pause  till  October;  from  this  date  till 
the  end  of  the  year  34  cases  were  notified.  There  was  one 
death  from  the  disease,  the  epidemic,  which  may  be  said  to  have 
embraced  more  or  less  the  whole  of  England  during  1913-14, 
being  fortunately  of  a  mild  type.  Like  the  infection  of  In¬ 
fluenza,  the  virulence  of  the  epidemics  seems  to  be  lessening 
with  the  passage  of  years. 

Death  Rate,  corrected,  7*3  per  1,000  population. 

Birth  Rate,  corrected,  24'4  per  1,000  population. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

Forty-two  cases  were  notified,  as  against  seventeen  in 
1913;  of  these,  34  were  Scarlet  Fever,  3  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  (with  2  deaths),  1  Diphtheria,  2  Erysipelas,  1  Puerperal 
Fever  and  1  other  form  of  Tuberculosis  than  Pulmonary. 

MORTALITY. 

Thirty-four  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district  and  one 
occurred  outside  the  district,  making  a  net  total  belonging  to 
the  district  of  35.  For  1913  the  numbers  were  43  plus  10=53. 
The  Death  Rate  is  7T  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  and 
7  3  of  net  deaths  belonging  to  the  district.

We  may  therefore  consider  our  district  well  within  the  mark. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

Under  1  year,  5 ;  2  of  these  being  ascribed  to  premature 
birth  and  one  to  Scarlet  Fever  in  an  infant  a  few  days  old. 
Newly  born  infants  succumb  very  readily  to  this  disease,  the 
infection  carrying  them  off  even  before  the  classic  symptoms 
have  time  to  develope.  Pulmonary  tuberculosis  2,  a  very 
small  number;  Cancer,  3;  Scarlet  Fever,  1.  23  deaths  occur¬ 

red  above  the  age  of  65  years. 

The  infant  Death  Rate,  that  is  of  infants  under  1  year, 
per  1,000  births  registered,  is  43‘1.  The  corresponding  figure 
for  England  &  Wales  for  1914,  105. 


BIRTHS. 


One-hundred-and-sixteen  Births  were  registered  :  57  male, 
59  female,  one  being  transferred  from  outside  the  district. 
This  is  a  drop  from  1913,  which  made  a  record  with  145.  The 
corrected  birth  rate  is  24*4  per  1,000  ;  that  for  England  &  Wales 
1914  is  23*6.  Aldeburgh  1913,  21*6  and  Saxmundham  1913, 
24*7.  Illegitimate  births  9  :  Boys  3,  Girls  6. 

A. — National  and  Social  Conditions  of  District. 

Population. — Census  1911,  4359.  Estimated  to  middle  of 
1914,  4741. 

Marriages. — Thirty-one  were  celebrated  during  the  year, 
equalling  6*5  rate  per  1,000  ;  1913,  4*1  ;  1912,  6*4. 

Till  the  outbreak  of  War,  the  social  conditions  were  good. 
Since  August,  however,  conditions  of  course  have  changed. 
S  x-hundred-and-twenty  less  men  are  employed  by  Messrs.  R. 
Garrett  &  Sons,  Ltd. ;  quite  500  of  these  are  serving  with 
H.M.’s  Forces. 
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Chief  Occupations. — 1,  Messrs.  Richard  Garrett  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  Engineers  ;  2,  Agriculture.  Necessary  Poor  Law  relief 
is  infrequent.  Relief  obtained  from  Hospital  Medical  Treat¬ 
ment  is  mainly  confined  to  cases  requiring  operative  treatment, 
which  is  mostly  obtained  at  the  Ipswich  &  East  Suffolk 
Hospital,  Ipswich.  Admittance  is  secured  by  hospital  tickets, 
I  he  employees  of  Messrs.  Richard  Garrett  &  Sons  make  a 
voluntary  levy  for  .this  purpose.  The  provision  of  a  Cottage 
Hospital  for  our  district  would  be  a  very  great  boon. 

B.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

1.  Water  Supply.-— The  Council’s  new  well  has  been  in 
use  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  i.e.  from  February  16th. 
1  he  supply  has  been  adequate  and  the  quality  of  the  water 
good.  I  he  water  is  derived  from  the  crag,  from  a  large  bore 
shallow  well,  and  though  hard  is  perfectly  pure.  Duplicate 
engines  and  pumps  have  been  provided,  also  an  engineer’s 
house  and  an  electrical  recorder.  The  Rural  Area  is  supplied 
from  shallow  wells  and  is  consequently  frequently  open  to 
suspicion. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. — Act  of  1876.  There  are  none 
in  the  district. 

3.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — (a).  The  Surveyor  super¬ 
intends  the  testing  of  all  drains  to  new  houses  and  makes  use 
of  the  Water  test.  (b).  The  Urban  area  is  supplied  with 
comparatively  new  sewers,  which  are  in  good  condition  and 
adequate  for  all  ordinary  demands.  After  excessive  rainfalls 
those  serving  Main  St.  and  The  Valley  Road  flood.  This  is 
not  a  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  and  could  be  remedied  by  the 
construction  of  a  separate  rain-water  sewer  from  The  White 
Horse  Hotel  to  the  Valley  marsh,  where  the  Sewage  outfall 
works  are  situated.  The  provision  of  this  storm-water  sewer 
would  be  of  benefit  in  another  way,  as  by  this  means  storm 
water  could  be  diverted  from  the  septic  tanks  and  irrigation 
area,  much  to  the  relief  of  the  latter.  (c).  The  disposal  of 
sewage  is  by  means  of  screening  detritus  and  liquifying  tanks, 
with  subsequent  irrigation,  the  final  effluent  discharging  into  a 
stream. 


C.-CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

1.  Water  carriage  about  500.  2.  Pail  closets  about  400. 

3.  Midden  Privies,  4,  which  should  be  done  away  with.  50 
conversions  to  water  carriage  have  been  made  during  the  year. 
This  is  good.  The  pail  system,  as  carried  out,  is  insanitary. 
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D— SCAVENGING. 

This  is  let  to  a  Contractor,  who  undertakes  to  empty  pail 
closets  and  remove  house  refuse  as  often  as  may  be  necessary. 
Some  speeding  up  with  respect  to  the  removal  of  the  house 
refuse  is  often  necessary.  This  was  especially  carried  out 
during  the  Summer  months.  House  refuse  is  a  favourite 
breeding  ground  for  flies.  Flies  cause  infantile  Summer  diarr¬ 
hoea,  a  very  fatal  disease.  We  had  no  deaths  attributed  to 
Summer  diarrhoea,  so  we  may  infer  that  our  arrangements 
have  worked  satisfactorily. 

I  consider  that  every  owner  should  be  compelled  to 
provide  a  proper  covered  iron  receptacle,  capable  of  being 
easily  handled,  for  the  storage  of  house  refuse.  At  present 
“any  old  box”  is  frequently  used,  making  the  work  of  the 
Contractor  unnecessarily  difficult  and  wasting  his  valuable 
time. 

The  number  of  houses  where  receptacles  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  is  2. 

In  the  Rural  area  the  house  refuse  is  generally  collected 
in  a  hole  in  the  garden,  into  which  the  house  slops  are  also 
emptied,  its  ultimate  destination  being  the  garden,  where  it  is 
dug  in  as  manure.  The  average  housewife  needs  instruction 
in  sanitation.  Much  that  is  thrown  away  could  be  utilised  as 
food  and  much  could  he  disposed  of  by  burning. 

E. — Sanitary  Inspections  ol  the  District. 

Three-hundred-and-fifty-four  inspections  have  been  made. 
No  legal  proceedings  have  been  necessary.

F. — Premises  and  Occupations  controlled  by 
Bye-laws  and  Regulations. 

There  are  no  Lodging  houses,  Offensive  trades  or  Under¬ 
ground  dwellings  in  the  district. 
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G— SCHOOLS. 

(a) %  Elementary. — Senior  and  Junior.  1.  The  senior  is 
accommodated  in  a  fine  building  erected  by  the  County  Council 
in  1912.  This  is  a  mixed  school  and  at  the  end  of  1914  there 
were  360  scholars  on  the  register.  The  only  drawback  to  this 
school  is  the  insufficiency  of  closet  accommodation. 

2.  The  Junior  is  accommodated  in  the  old  school  build- 
ings,  which  have  been  remodelled  and  are  suitable  for  the 
purpose,  except  as  regards  the  Infants’  department,  where  the 
ventilation  is  not  all  that  could  be  desired.  The  Teachers  com¬ 
plain  of  the  difficulty  of  keeping  the  air  fresh.  There  were 
430  scholars  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1914. 

(b) .  The  Higher  Elementary  School  has  been  changed 
into  a  Secondary  School.  The  buildings  are  new  and  first- 
class.  There  are  on  the  register  93  scholars  aged  8  to  16  years 
and  17  aged  16  years  and  upwards. 

The  Water  supply  for  the  whole  group  is  derived  from  the 
Council  s  mains.  The  provision  of  a  shower  bath  for  the 
Secondary  school  is  desirable.  There  is  a  tennis  court  attached 
to  this  school  and  adequate  space  for  games,  etc. ;  also  very 
good  garden  plots.  The  County  Council  Schools  Medical 
Officers  and  Nurse  look  after  the  health  of  the  scholars. 
There  is  no  compulsory  inspection  of  the  scholars  attending 
the  Secondary  school. 


FOOD, 

(a).  Milk  Supply. — The  greater  part  of  the  supply  is 
drawn  from  the  district  and  is  presumably  pure  and  wholesome. 
1  he  efficient  inspection  of  cows  for  tuberculosis,  a  very  neces¬ 
sary  measure,  requires  the  appointment  of  a  qualified  Veteri¬ 
nary  Surgeon.  The  eleven  cowsheds  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  notices  served  when  necessary. 

1  here  is  one  Milk  shop,  in  Main  street,  which  is  kept  in  a 
proper  condition  as  regards  cleanliness. 

<{  W-  0ther  Food. — No  action  has  been  taken  with  respect 
to  unsound  food”  and  “food  inspection.”  This  should  be 
carried  out  by  inspectors  appointed  by  the  County  Council. 
There  are  no  “  underground  bakehouses.” 

(c).  C5ale  ol  Food  and  Drugs  Act. — No  action  has  been 
taken,  id).  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations,  1912. — This  district 
has  not  appointed  a  Public  Analyst. 
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Housing  (Inspections  of  District),  1910*

In  the  older  houses  the  chief  defects  found  are  absence  of 
surface  drainage  and  badly  paved  yards  anti  consequent  damp 
house  walls  and  surroundings.  The  compulsory  provision  of 
properly  constructed  covered  iron  receptacles  for  house  refuse 
is  urgently  necessary. 

No  formal  notices  were  served. 

Number  of  new  houses  built  and  occupied  26.  In  course 
of  erection  4.  Owing  to  the  decrease  in  the  population  since 
August  there  were  for  the  first  time  in  my  recollection,  which 
goes  back  for  20  years,  houses  empty  in  the  district.  After 
the  War  is  over  it  is  to  be  supposed  that  conditions  will  revert 
to  their  former  state  and  to  provide  for  the  demand  which  will 
then  arise,  the  Council  have  purchased  land  in  the  Sizewell 
Road  for  the  erection  of  50  dwellings. 

The  type  of  house  built  in  the  latter  years  is  mostly  good, 
but  it  is  a  pity  that  the  size  of  the  building  plot  is  so  generally 
curtailed.  There  are  no  building  bye-laws  in  force  in  the  dis¬ 
trict,  and  consequently  no  supervision  by  the  Council  of  the 
construction  of  new  houses. 

The  Council  has  purchased  land  on  the  Saxmundham 
Road  and  propose  to  lay  it  out  for  use  as  a  Cemetery.  This 
was  rendered  necessary  by  the  filling  up  of  available  space  in 
the  Churchyard.

The  Factories  and  Workshops  have  been  regularly  in¬ 
spected,  no  formal  notices  have  been  required.  There  are  no 
Homeworkers  and  no  underground  Bakehouses. 


Sanitary  Administration  of  the  District* 


1.  Staff.— Mr.  C.  F.  Brown  resigned  his  appointment  as 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  Mr.  R.  E.  Wilson,  M.I.M.  and  Cy.E., 
A.R.S.I.,  was  appointed  in  March.  No  other  officer. 

2  Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Disease. — 
The  Council  having  furnished  the  hospital,  it  has  been  in  use, 
four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  having  been  admitted  for 
treatment. 

3.  Administration  of  Local  Acts  or  General 
Adoptive  Acts. — 

(I.)  Part  iii,  Public  Health  Act,  Amendments  Act,  1890, 

(II.)  The  Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act,  1890. 

(III.)  Public  Healths  Acts,  Amendments  Acts,  1907,  Part 
iii.,  Sections  39  to  42  inclusive.  Part  vii.,  Section  82.  Part  x., 
Section  92. 

4.  No  chemical  or  bacteriological  work  is  carried  out 
locally.  The  County  M.O.H.  undertakes  the  examination  of 
sputae,  swabbings,  etc.,  free  of  charge. 

( d .)  Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Acute  Infectious 
Disease. — Ringworm  has  again  been  very  prevalent  amongst 
the  school  children.  Scarlet  Fever,  alluded  to  previously,  was 
very  prevalent  towards  the  end  of  the  year;  this  undoubtedly 
was  introduced  from  neighbouring  villages,  Yoxford  first, 
then  Theberton  and  lastly  Leiston  Schools  being  closed  for 
this  disease.  Summer  diarrhoea  was  very  slight. 

Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  means  of  Formalin  vapour. 

I  am  furnished  by  the  school  authorities  with  lists  of  scholars 
absent  from  various  causes  and  I  notify  both  the  school 
authorities  and  the  County  M.O.H,,  particulars  of  Notifiable 
Infectious  Disease. 

(e).  Prevalence  of  &  Control  over  Tuberculosis. — 
Number  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  cases  notified,  3;  other 
forms,  1.  The  incidence  of  this  disease  is  decreasing. 
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At  a  Conference  of  Medical  Officers  of  health,  held  at 
Ipswich  in  September,  it  was  agreed — i.  That  it  should  he  left 
to  each  District  M.O.  to  agree  with  the  Chief  Tuberculosis 
Officer  as  to  whether  the  visiting  of  tuberculosis  cases  should 
be  undertaken  entirely  by  the  County  Council  staff,  ii.  That 
literature,  sputum  flasks,  thermometers,  etc.,  should  he  sup¬ 
plied  by  the  County  Council.  iii.  That  the  County  Council 
should  supply  shelters,  complete  with  bedsteads,  to  uninsured 
persons  and  shelters  to  insured  persons,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Chief  Tuberculosis  Officer.  iv.  It  was  advocated  that 
the  County  Council  should  supply  a  mattress,  2  blankets  and 
an  impervious  overall  to  necessitous  persons,  v.  It  was  agreed 
that  the  District  Sanitary  Authority  should  continue  to  dis¬ 
infect  shelters  and  also  disinfect  dwellings  and  supply 
disin  fectants. 

The  Ipswich  Borough  Sanatorium  is  approved  by  the 
L.G.B.  for  this  district.  No  cases  admitted. 

(/).  Investigations  of  other  Diseases.- — Ringworm 
was  the  only  disease  other  than  Scarlet  Fever,  which  occurred 
to  any  extent  during  the  year.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
Summer  diarrhoea.  Syphilis  is  very  rarely  met  with  and 
Gonorrhoea  only  slightly  more  frequently.  There  are  no  local 
facilities  for  modern  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
these  diseases. 

(g).  Means  of  Preventing  Mortality  in  Childbirth 
and  Infancy.— The  Sanitary  Authority  is  not  the  Authority 
under  the  1902  Act,  The  two  District  Nurses  belonging  to  the 
Suffolk  Nursing  Association,  are  qualified  midwives,  but  do  not 
practice  independently  of  the  medical  practitioners.  A  Lady 
Inspector  appointed  by  the  East  Suffolk  County  Council 
inspects.  One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was  notified.  The 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  has  not  been  adopted. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  numbered  5.  Scarlet 
Fever,  1  ;  Bronchitis,  1  ;  Congenital  Malformation,  1  ;  Pre¬ 
mature  Birth,  1  ;  Other  Causes,  1.  One  infant,  a  male,  was 
illegitimate.  There  have  been  no  notifications  of  Ophthalmi 
Neonatorum.  The  precautions  adopted  by  the  Associations’ 
nurses  consist  of  the  cleansing  of  the  eyes  immediately  after 
birth  with  a  solution  of  Boric  Acid.

Gentlemen, — 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  upon  the  work  carried  out  in  the 
Sanitary  Department,  from  the  date  I  took  up  my  duties  (17th  March)  to 
the  end  of  the  year  1914. 


NUISANCES. 

During  the  above  period  10  informal  notices  were  served  to  abate 
Nuisances,  which  were  complied  with,  while  in  3  other  cases,  Nuisances 
were  abated  after  verbal  notices. 

Upon  taking  up  my  duties,  I  caused  a  notice  to  appear  in  the  local 
paper  asking  co-operation  of  the  ratepayers  in  suppressing  any  nuisances 
by  reporting  same  to  me,  but  only  2  or  3  complaints  have  reached  me. 

HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING,  &c.  ACT. 

I  have  inspected  112  houses  under  this  Act,  and  found  defects  as 
under  consist  chiefly  of  insufficient  receptacles  for  house  refuse. 

Ten  Preliminary  notices  have  been  served  on  owners  relating  to  9 
houses,  and  verbal  notice  given  to  2  owners  relative  to  4  houses.

OVERCROWDING. 

During  the  above  Inspections,  one  case  of  overcrowding  was  reported, 
and  b  cases  where  two  families  living  in  one  house,  but  owing  to  the 
scarcity  of  houses,  the  Council  took  no  action. 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  5  Slaughter  Houses  registered  in  the  District,  which  I  have 
visited  periodically*  and  have  found  them  generally  very  clean.  No 
carcase  or  parts  of  a  carcase  have  been  con dennned  for  Tuberculosis,  and 
generally  the  quality  of  the  meat  was  good. 

I  gave  verbal  notice  in  1  case  of  Dirty  Condition  which  was  im¬ 
mediately  cleansed. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  and  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  7  Cowkeepers  and  Purveyors  of  milk,  also  one  Milk  Shop 
registered  in  the  District,  also  one  Purveyor  of  Milk  from  an  adjoining 
District. 

The  number  of  Cowsheds  in  the  District  is  11,  and  accommodate 
about  !  20  cows,  and  these  sheds  have,  been  visited  on  14  occasions. 

One  new  Cowshed  has  been  erected  on  modern  lines,  with  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  20  cows. 

FACTORY  and  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

The  number  of  Workshops  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  18.  I  have 


visited,  and  found  same  satisfactory.

There  are  no  Outworkers  in  the  District.  No  case  of  Infectious 
Disease  occurred  at  any  of  the  premises. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  4  Bakehouses  on  the  Register,  which  I  have  twice  visited, 
and  found  same  satisfactory. 

SCAVENGING  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

A  Contractor  undertakes  the  removal  of  Houses  Refuse  weekly  in  the 
Urban  area,  although  he  is  greatly  hampered  in  his  work,  owing  to  the 
very  primitive  and  insufficient  type  of  receptacle  in  use  for  the  reception 
of  the  refuse,  consisting  chiefly  of  small  wood  boxes  without  lids,  and  in 
many  cases  nothing  at  all,  the  refuse  being  thrown  on  the  ground  and 
has  to  be  picked  up  by  the  Contractor. 

During  my  inspections  under  the  Housing  Town  Planning  Act,  out 
of  1 12  houses  visited,  I  found  39  receptacles  of  proper  type. 

I  have  served  informal  and  given  verbal  notices  to  owners  to  provide 
proper  galvanised  iron  receptacles  with  lids,  in  respect  of  several  houses, 
but  up  to  date,  only  3  have  been  provided. 

The  Council  will,  I  trust,  endeavour  to  introduce  these  galvanised 
iron  dust  bins,  which  I  am  sure  will  be  advantageous  to  the  health  of  the 
tenants,  by  the  removal  of  the  unsightly  and  insanitary  accumulations 
which  are  regularly  seen  in  the  back  yards  adjacent  to  the  houses. 
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CLOSET  PAILS. 

There  are  about  400  of  these  in  the  Town,  which  are  emptied  weekly 
by  the  same  Contractor,  the  work  being  done  between  6  and  8  a.m.  each 
morning. 

'The  contents  of  the  pails  are  emptied  into  a  sanitary  tumbler  cart, 
and  taken  on  to  a  farm  well  out  of  the  Town. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  the  Council  will  soon  take  steps  to  convert  this 
system  into  the  more  sanitary  one  of  water  carriage  throughout  the  town. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

I  have  disinfected  19  rooms  after  infectious  cases,  viz  :  17  after  Scarlet 
Fever,  1  after  Tuberculosis  and  1  after  Diphtheria.  The  disinfectant  used 
is  the  Formalin  Vapour  Lamp. 

In  all  cases  when  notified,  the  houses  are  visited,  enquiries  made, 
disinfectants  supplied,  instructions  given  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
disease,  and  insanitary  condition  existing  remedied. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

During  the  year  26  houses  have  been  erected,  while  there  are  4  now  in 
course  of  erection. 

I  here  are  no  Building  Byelaws  in  force  in  the  District,  but  the 
Council  are  about  to  consider  the  question  of  their  adoption. 

Owing  to  the  extension  of  Messrs.  Garrett’s  works  and  the  scarcity  of 
workmen’s  dwellings  in  the  Town,  the  Council  have  purchased  3^  acres 
of  land  on  which  to  erect  such  cottages,  and  plans  for  a  scheme,  which 
will  include  50  houses,  have  been  approved  by  the  Local  Government 
Board. 


DRAINAGE  of  NEW  BUILDINGS. 

The  Council  have  in  operation  Byelaws  under  this  head,  and  all 
drains  of  new  buildings  are  now  tested  (where  possible)  with  water,  and  I 
have  applied  such  a  test  on  14  occasions,  one  of  which  revealed  a  leaky 
drain. 


SEWERAGE  WORKS. 

During  the  year,  the  new  settling  Tanks  at  the  Sewage  Works  have 
been  completed  and  the  two  tanks  are  now  worked  alternately,  being 
changed  over  about  every  3  months,  when  the  sludge  is  pumped  out  by 
means  of  a  hand-pump  into  the  newly  made  Sludge  Lagoons.  The 
effluent  is  treated  on  the  land,  which  is  being  divided  into  sections  and 
re-underdrained,  the  grass  banks  being  gradually  done  away  with,  which 
will  afford  more  water  area  and  less  labour  in  the  summer  time  mowing 
grass,  besides  giving  better  effluent.  A  surface  Water  Drain  is  badly 
needed  from  White  Horse  corner  to  the  Sewage  Works. 

WATERWORKS. 

The  Waterworks,  commenced  on  February  1 6th,  1914,  consists  of 
duplicate  sets  of  engines  and  three-throw  vertical  pumps,  which  lift  the 
water  into  water  tower  of  20,000  gallons  capacity.  The  storage  capacity 
of  this  tower  is  very  small,  but,  in  case  of  fire,  provision  is  made  to  couple 
up  rising  main  to  tower  main  direct.
